The Market Cro ss o f Edinburgh. 
The new market cro ss o r “ mercat cro ce,” o f 
Edinburg, was inaugurated in presence o f Mr. 
Gladsto ne, by who m it had been munificently 
resto red and presented to the city as a memo ­ 
rial o f his co nnectio n with Midlo thian and 
with Edinburgh, o f which so me o f his ances­ 
to rs were well kno wn citizens. 
The market cro ss played an impo rtant part 
in the civic life o f the o ld Sco ttish burghs. 
They were the platfo rms * fro m which ro yal 
pro clamatio ns were made; they were the 
meeting places o f merchants, and the trysting 
places o f friends; they were the places o f ex­ 
ecutio n o f criminals, o f the pillo rying o f 
bankrupts and o ther o ffenders against the 
law, and they were the scenes o f many o ther 
public and civic ceremo nies. 
The Edinburgh 
market cro ss, ho wever, perfo rmed a higher 
functio n than that o f an o rdinary burgh. 
It 
played an impo rtant part in the legislative 
machinery o f the co untry in the early times, 
fo r no act o f parliament was valid o r had the 
fo rce o f lavr until it had been publicly read at 
the cro ss o f Edinburgh. 
Tht/crqeyjftt 
fo re, no t o nly a symbo l o f oTrfinunTCff» ^ 
it is also an interesting natio nal mo nument. 
The last cro ss o f Edinburgh—that which 
Mr. Gladsto ne's present to the city is de­ 
signed to resto re—was built in 1617, and was 
demo lished in 1756 “ fo r the ho rrid crime o f 
being an incumbrance to the street.” But 
there was a much o lder cro ss, dating as far 
back iu the burgh reco rds as 1477, and 
thirty years earlier in the reco rd o f St. Giles. 
That o lder cro ss, which was repaired o r re­ 
built in 1555, o ccupied a site no t very far 
remo ved fro m that o f the cro ss o f 1617. The 
po sitio n o f the latter is marked by a sto ne 
circle in the causeway in fro nt o f the po lice 
buildings in the High street; the fo rmer sto o d 
abo ut fifty yards further up the street. 
The 
site o f the new cro ss is in neither o f these 
po sitio ns, but is o ff the line o f tho ro ughfare, 
in th^o pen space between the eastern end o f 
St. Giles s cathedral and the po lice chambers. 
Since the o ld cro ss was remo ved, pro clama­ 
tio ns have been read o n the sto ne circle abo ve 
referred to as marking its site. 
They will 
hencefo rth be made, o f co urse, fro m the to p 
o f the new cro ss. 
The building is mo deled o n the cro ss o f 
1617, and attempts to repro duce its salient 
features. 
It co nsists o f an o ctago nal to wer 
fifteen feet high and sixteen feet in diameter 
at base and to p. 
On the face o f each o f the 
eight sides there is a sto ne arch, and at the. 
co rners there are Io nic co lumns, each sur­ 
mo unted by turrets. 
These turrets are co n­ 
nected by battlements bearing medallio ns, in 
which are the fo llo wing co ats-o f-arms: 
Of 
the United Kingdo m as quartered in Sco t­ 
land, o f Sco tland, o f England, o f Ireland, o f 
the City o f Edinburgh, o f the burgh o f 
Cano ngate, o f the burgh o f Leith, and o f the 
university—the To wn’s co llege o f the city. In 
the tympanum o ver the do o rway there is an 
inscriptio n written by Mr. Gladsto ne, and 
o n either side o f it are the arms o f Mr 
and Mrs. Gladsto ne. 
Fro m the platfo rm o n 
the 
to p 
o f tfie 
to wer, reached by a 
stair within it, there rises the. “ lo ng sto ne,” 
which gives the building its distinctive char­ 
acter. 
It is the same sto ne which surmo unted 
the cro ss demo lished in 1756, and there is 
go o d reaso n to believe that it is the same 
sto ne which sto o d o n the o lder cro ss—that, iu 
fact, it dates fro m the fifteenth century. 
On 
the summit o f the “ lo ng sto ne” in a unico rn, 
wh'* h ato ne time bo re a’o ft a cro ss—the 
o n ly really crucifo rm emblem in the who le 
structure. 
The “ lo ng sto ne'’ met with an ac­ 
cident in 1756, having fallen in the co urse o f 
its remo val, and having been bro ken in sev­ 
eral pieces. 
The pieces passed into the 
hands o f Lo rd So merville, who had them 
put to gether, and who erected the resto red 
reduced, ho wever, fro m twenty feet 


e o f wo rk in life, to

The head bo o kkeeper o f o ne o f the largest 
sewing machine manufacturing co mpanies in 
this city refuses to believe in o ccult philo so ­ 
phy, and is unable to acco unt fo r an experi­ 
ence he had so me time ago . 
“ In balancing 
my bo o ks,” he said yesterday, “ there ap­ 
peared an erro r o f $5, insiguifieant eno ugh 
iu itself but, to a bo o kkeeper, as big as $500 
o r $5 ,0 0 0 . 
Having five assistants I set o ne 
o f them at wo rk to find the mistake. 
He 
failed to disco ver it, and after three days I 
put ano ther man o n its track, then a third, a 
fo urth and at last, after a week, a fifth. They 
were all capable men, and searched diligently 
fo r the missing $5, but were unable to find 
it. 
They wo rked to gether all the next week 
but acco mplished no thing. 
The figures sto o d 
as befo re, $5 o ut o f balance, and I then set 
to wo rd myself. 
Night and day we po red 
o ver the big bo o ks but still disco vered no 
change. 
The matter began to anno y me ex­ 
ceedingly. fo r never befo re had I kno wn such 
an experience. 
“ Fo r a who le week the six o f us .to iled in 
vain. 
I co uld no t sleep fo r thinking o f the 
erro r, which no w seemed as big as a mo un- 
tairf o n my sho ulders. I did no t enjo y my 
meals, and when Saturday night came I was 
miserable, and utterly bro ken do wn in bo dy 
and mind. 
My emplo yers insisted upo n my 
dro pping the matter. 
It was to o small they 
said, to wo rry o ver. But I tho ught different­ 
ly. 
My reputatio n was at stake. 
“ The third Sunday after the search was be­ 
gun I go t up late, after a sleepless night, and 
started o ut walking fo r exercise. 
My mind 
was o n my bo o ks and I paid no attentio n to 
the dirtctio n I to o k. My surprise, therefo re, 
was genuine when I fo und myself at the do o r 
o f the co mpany’s o ffice in Unio n square, fo r 
I had certainly no t intended to go there. Me­ 
chanically I put my hand iu my po cket, drew 
o ut the ke\*, o pened the do o r, and went in. As 
if in a dream I walked directly to the o ffice, 
where I turned the co mbinatio n and unlo cked 
the safe. There were the bo o ks, a do zen o f 
them in a ro w. 
I did no t co nsider fo r o ne 
mo ment which to pick up. 
It was by no act 
o f vo litio n o n my part that ray hand mo ved 
to ward a certain o ne, and drew it fro m the 
safe. Placing it o n the desk I o pened it. my 
eye ran alo ng the co lumn o f figures, and there 
befo re me, plain as day, was til* missing $ 
5. 
I made a no te o f the page, put the bo o k back 
into the safe, and went ho me. 
It was then 
no o n. 
I lay do wn and fell into a deep sleep, 
fro m which I did no t wake until 9 o ’clo ck 
Mo nday mo rning. 
After a hearty breakfast I 
hastened to the o ffce. feeling like a new man. 
It seemed as if a burden had fallen fro m me 
and I wss walking o n air. 
But when I reach­ 
ed the do o r I drew back. 
Had I been dream­ 
ing? 
No . 
There was the memo randum in 
my hand. 
Tremblingly I o pened the bo o k, 
and, sure eno ugh, there was the erro r.

C l int o n , M o., Dec. 25.—Silas E. Cheek, 
a pro minent.real estate man o f this city, has 
defaulted to the amo unt o f $100,000. 
He 
came here in 18 74, a po o r man, and entered 
tlio abstract o ffice o f James A. Austin .as a 
clerk. 
He afterwards became a partner. He 
invested in land and made $1,500. which 
gave him a start 
He then went into busi­ 
ness with a man named Kimbro ugh, who 
withdrew at the end o f a year because he was 
being swindled 
Cheek then o perated alo ne 
until in 18 79 , when he was co mpelled to sell 
o ut to make go o d $500 he had sto len. Then 
he went into the real estate business, but his 
natural disho nesty again go t him into tro uble. 
He made lo ans fo r eastern parties to the 
amo unt o f $171,000. When the crash came 
he had pro perty to the amo unt o f $34,000 
and was co nnected with mo st o f the lo cal en­ 
terprises. 
Abo ut two weeks ago F.C. Nicho ls, a cap­ 
italist o f Bridgepo rt, Co nn., came to Clinto n 
to lo o k affer a mo rtgage o n pro perty belo ng­ 
ing to Orto n B. Jo nes. 
He disco vered o ne ) by 
name wnw ficticio us and the mo rtgage a clear 
fo rgery. 
Upo n investigatio n he fo und that 
Cheek had fo rged the name o f the reco rder 
to a bo gus mo rtgage, and had defrauded 
him o ut o f .? 7,300. 
In o rder to save him­ 
self Cheek gave a deed o f trust o n his pro p­ 
erty fo r the amo unt, and o n the same night 
he went with Mr. Salmo n to the residence o f 
A. 1*. Fro wein. and vo luntary gave a seco nd 
deed o f trust o n his pro perty to the amo unt 
o f $0,500, in o rder to pro tect his friends, 
who had advanced him mo ney 
He then left 
fo r Canada, and has no t been heard fro m 
since. 
The fo llo wing was fo und iu his desk: 
“ I 
am a thief, a sco undrel, a knave and a liar. 
Silas E. Cheek.” It is impo ssible to tell the 
amo unt o f mo ney he has o btained, as his 
manner o f wo rking was such that time alo ne 
will tell. 
It will probably reach over $100,- 
000 .

The following stoi 
7 of unparalleled hero­ 
ism on the part of three little Indian children 
comes from a correspondent at Fort Ai>ache, 
be A. T., who, writing on Nov. 2 4 , tells of the 
exciting life that is tiiere led on account of 
the constant expectation of attack from the 
dreadful A\>ache. 
This is the home of the Apache—a home 
which is indeed beautiful, with its multitude 
of nm ning streams, its noble forests and 
gigantic mountains. 
Its rivers are stocked 
with the most delicious of mountain trout, 
and its 
W(X)ds are alive with ganie, from the 
deer to the wild turkey. 
It is indeed a coun­ 
try worthy of the habitation of man; but 
through the depredations of these ruthless 
Indians it is but a home for the wild beasts, 
and the savage, who is on a par w'ith the low­ 
est of the animal oreation. 
Over these wilds, 
the Apache roams, ready to scalp and to steal, 
with his cunning black eyes ever watchful for 
the opportunity of directing hiru on the camp 
of friend or foe, for the territory has scatter­ 
ed over its extent many an encampment of 
civilized Indians, who raise flourishing crops 
of barley, as well as possess horses and stock. 
Their industiy is of l^nefit, not alone to them­ 
selves. but to the government, which buys of 
them, at liberal prices, their sheep and their 
cattle, besides all the hay >md grain they can 
bring. 
If it were hot for tho Apaxdie, Arizona 
would be covered with thriving colonies and 
would attract to it an immigration that would 
soon make the tenitory immensely wealthy. 
But as it is now not a day passes that news 
is not brought into camp of some outrage, 
either on tho encampments of white settlers 
or fiiendly Indians, which serves to keep the 
various posts alwaj’s on the tiptoe of excite­ 
ment. 
Yesterday ue^^‘S was brought in our camp 
th:it the two men M ho were herding the post's 
cattle some ten or twelve miles distant had 
been attacked and brutallj' killed by the In­ 
dians. 
At once the peaceful character of (he 
ciimp was changed. 
The ambulance and a 
strong guard was ordered out and immediately 
dispatched to the scene of the outrage. 
The 
sad new’s was soon confirmed, for when the 
detail found the bodies of* the unfortunates 
one of the men had no less than seven bullets 
and the other had two. 
Carefully taking up 
the bodies the soldiers wrapped about them 
their blankets, and placing them in the ambu­ 
lance brought their corpses to the post, where 
they were put in the dead-house and buiied 
on Thanksgiving day. 
The men were old- 
timers and had always been prepared against 
sudden attack, but it is supposed that they 
were murdered when asleep. 
Following close upon this intelligence came 
i the news that the hostiles and scouts were 
engaged in hot battle some few miles distant; 
and the camp was again astir with the sound 
of martial preparation, and strong detjich- 
ments were at once sent to the assistance of 
the scouts. 
Prior to this an Indian scout ar­ 
rived in camp with a hostile’s head dangling 
from his belt by the hair. 
He made the brief 
announcement that there had been a hard fight 
in the vicinity, in which six Indians had been 
killed. 
Out of this fight he had secm-ed this 
head as a trophy of his victory. 
When asked 
about the fight he told the following story ; It 
was on Nov. 3 0 that the hostik^s attacked a 
camp of peace« *ble Indians, situated (juite 
near Camp Apache. 
There was no warning 
given of attack. 
The poor Indians were to­ 
tally unprepared, when suddenlj' like the 
bursting of a thunderck>ud 
the A]>aches 
swarmed in upon them and commenced an in­ 
discriminate slaughter. 
]\Ien, women and 
children were ruthlessly shot down. 
There 
was no meY-cy shown or ex])ected. Not till the 
entire camp was exterminated did the Apaches 
pause to review the dreadful work. 
From fif­ 
teen to twenty women and as many men wel­ 
tered in their blood, and did any of them 
show the faintest symptoms of life, thej’ were 
hacked and heTied at till death took them from
